C ause of Uneasiness. 
St. 
Petersburg,

12.— Public 
anxiety regarding the fate of the Port 
Arthur squadron, which has reached 
the highest pitch, remained unrelieved 
when the people of St. Petersburg re­ 
tired last night. 
The reports from Tokio and Chefoo 
of the sea tight which followed tile de­ 
parture ct the squadron 
are so con­ 
flicting anti inconclusive that a strong 
hope exists 
that the Russian 
ships 
succeeded 
in breaking through 
the 
Japanese fleet. 
Indeed, it is rumored 
that 
tile 
admirlty 
has 
received 
information 
that 
the 
squadron has 
passed beyond the Shantung promon­ 
tory, which would 
bring the squad­ 
ron at least Lr.n miles 
to the south­ 
east of Port Arthur and into (lie Yel­ 
low sea. 
Although unable to confirm this ru­ 
mor, the Associated Press learns that 
the family of Lieutenant Smirnoff, ail 
officer of tile 
battleship Czarevitch, 
Thursday evening received a telegram 
from him dated at Tsingcbau Thurs­ 
day. 
The m essage contained only two 
words: 
“Alive, * mbraces.” 
Tsingchau is HJO miles southeast of 
Chefoo, in the province of Shantung, 
and is at the entrance of Kiauchau 
ba>. 
The news of the dismantling of the 
torpedo 
boat Reyshitelni 
at Chefoo 
has not caused surprise. 
It is under­ 
stood that she was deliberately sac­ 
rificed so that Vice Admiral Skrydloff 
might be a p p r i s e d of the departure of 
the Russian vessels from Port Arthur 
in order that he might start out with 
the Vladivostok squadron for the pur­ 
pose of meeting them. 
It is denied at the admiralty that 
the squadron left Port Arthur because 
the* situation of the* fortress was des­ 
perate. 
The admiralty authorities say 
that with the .Japanese c lose- up to the 
perimeter cd the fortress the warships 
were unable to render further effective 
aid ami that their safety was endanger­ 
ed by the 
plunging shells 
dropping 
from the Wolf hills. 


Chefoo, Aug. 12.— At 
3:30 
o’clock 
Friday morning the large 
Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyers Asashio and 
Kasumi, which entered the harbor lin­ 
gier cover of darkness Thursday night, 
sent 
a boarding party against 
the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer Rey­ 
shitelni, which had 
previously been 
disarmed 
by the Chinese, 
After 
a 
fierce light the boarding party hoisted 
the Japanese flag on the Reyshitelni 
aud towed her out of the harbor in a 
northerly direction. 
Of her crew of 
forty-seven, seventeen have been ac­ 
counted for. 
Captain Shetakovsky is 
reported killed. 
Seven swam ashore, 
landing near the American consulate. 
Som e were picked up by sampans and 
three, 
including a lieutenant, 
were 
rescued by a lightship. 
The Japanese claim that they sent 
in a gig to the Reyshitelni under a 
flag of truce, a lieutenant and inter­ 
preter. who made a demand that the 
Russians come outside and light. 
The 
Russian captain replied that his ship 
had been disarmed, her engines dis­ 
abled and that the whole matter was 
in 
the hands 
of the 
Chinese. 
The 
Japanese were asked 
to investigate 
the disarmament. 
The .Japanese in­ 
terpreter claims 
t lint he overheard 
the Russian captain give a hurried or­ 
der iii a low tone, the words not being 
distinguishable to the interpreter. Im­ 
mediately following the captain seized 
the Japanese lieutenant and jumped 
overboard with him. 


Explosion Followed Fighting. 
Meanwhile the Japanese destroyers 
had their searchlights turned on the 
Russian ship.

Chicago, Aug. 12.—Tho stockyards 
strike still seems no nearer a settle­ 
ment than it did the day the struggle 
began. 
Efforts of a committee com­ 
posed of retail butchers and grocers 
to bring about a conference between 
the packers and the strike leaders was 
of no avail Thursday. 
The retailers’

Plans to Force the Hand 
of the legal department of tho United 
States government in an endeavor to 
bring about a settlement.

information that the attorney general 
would not make a move to bring into

dent Roosevelt. 
The plan, in effect, is that in a (jay 
or so an action will be started in the 
federal court in the nam e of a striker, 
who holds stock in one of the biggest 
of the packing concerns, demanding 
that the injunction be put into opera­ 
tion on the ground that an illegal com­ 
bination still exists and that through 
it tho shareholders 
are suffering a 
loss. 
This, it is expected by the strike 
leaders, will induce President Roose­ 
velt to take up the fight and force the 
packers to produce their books, con­ 
tracts and agreements in open court. 
Such a step, it is believed by tile strik­ 
ers, will bring the packers to terms 
ami end the struggle.
